REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
Applicants' claims have been allowed because the Applicants' arguments submitted 
with the Amendment filed on Sept. 25, 2008 are persuasive. The Applicants have 
persuasively argued that U. S. Pat. 7,019,208 B2 to Delahoy fails to disclose a process 
in which powder particles of CIGS (i. e. Cu(ln,Ga)Se 2 ) are treated with sulfur. In 
contrast, Delahoy describes the surface treatment of a GIGS coherent layer deposited 
on a glass surface with ZISS (i. e. Znln 2 (Sei-x,S x )4) by using a treatment method with 
ZIS (Znln 2 Se4) and sulfur: please see the Example in col. 9 and also claim 10.
